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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on July 24, 2006, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendments, filed July 24, 2006, with respect 
to claims 1-63 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10, 
12-14, 17-18, 20-25, 27-32, 34-41, and 43-55 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lapin et a! (WO 
97/42549 and US 6,251,557) has been withdrawn. In light of applicant's amendment 
closing the lower limit of hydroxy groups. Lapin et al does not expressly teach nor render 
obvious compositions having an equivalent of acrylate groups that Is less than .10 nor does 
Lapin et al in the disclosure expressly teach or render obvious compositions having an 
equivalent of hydroxy groups between less than .010 to about 0.03. The rejections of 
claims 1-7, 9, 12-14, 17, 19, 21-25, 27-30 and 34-45 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Ha et al 
(6,455,121) is being withdrawn for the same reasons as the withdraw of Lapin et al— see 
above. The rejection of claims 1-15, 17-18, 20-25, 27-38, 40-41 and 43-45 under 35 USC 
102(e) as being anticipated by or, in the alternative under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious 
over Moussa et al (6,833,231) is withdrawn for the same reasons as stated above. 

The amendment filed July 24, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure— see below. 

Specification 

3. The amendment filed July 24, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no- amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is 
not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Applicant states that this amendment 
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was to correct obvious errors in the table and paragraphs {0106] to [0108], however 
applicant has not sent any proof that these calculations were not correct originally. While 
the remarks state that the new information was corrected to conform with the epoxy 
equivalent weight values of the product literature, it is not clear what epoxy equivalent 
weight values applicant initially used, how applicant arrived at this initial information, nor is 
there any proof of what the product literature or that the initial values were incorrect to 
begin with. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Election/ Restrictions 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 26 and 
46-61 are directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on November 
10, 2005. Applicant is given ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, 
whichever is longer, to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 
1.144). Failure to take action during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel 
the noted claims by Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. Extensions of time 
under 37 CFR 1.136(a) will not be permitted since this application will be passed to issue. 

The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-25, 27-45 and 62-63 are allowed. 

6. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply 
with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. 
See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach a photocurable composition as defined in the 
instant claims having the equivalent cationic groups, equivalent hydroxyl groups and the 
equivalent acrylate groups as instantly claimed.
